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Sir: 

This is in response to the Examiner's Statement of Reasons for AUowance, which 
accompanied the Notice of Allowance mailed September 8. 2005. To the extent the Examiner's 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance states, implies or is construed to mean that the claims are 
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allowable over the prior art of record because the Examiner believes the claims should be 
interpreted to include one or more features or limitations not recited therein. Applicants' attorney 
disagrees with such an interpretation.
